WasHincton February 8.—Mr. Miller, of 
New York, and Mr. Dawes presented petitions 
fora constitutional amendment to prohibit 
anv abridgement of suffrage on account ol 


seX. 

Mr. Vance reported adversely from the 
naval committee the senate bill prohibiting 
ministers of a denomination, having already 
six representatives on the active list, from 
as chaplains in the navy, 
and prov ding for four additional chaplains. 
Indefhnitely postponed. 

Mr. Vest reported favorably the bill fora 
public building at Frankfort, ky. 

After an informal discussion by Mr. Morgan 
and Mr. Allison upon the sufficiency of the 
response made by the secretary of war to Mr. 
Morgan’s resolution calling for the report of 
the mixed board of ordinance, etc., the re- 
sponse referred to was received, It states 
upon the authority of the president of the 
board that it is impracticable to make a full 
report at this time, but that the board expects 
to make such report before the end of the 
present fiscal year. 

Mr. Morgan criticised the response as in the 
nature of an evasion of the inquiry and as 
snubbing the senate. He remarked that he 
had been informed that some of the heavy 
guns ordered to be built by the government, 
and costing sixty thousand dollars apiece, 
bad burst when being tested, and he would 
insist upon having the facts. 

Mr. Allison explained that under the act 
creating it the board referred to did not enter 
upon its duties until July the first, and as a 
fu.l report upon the action of the board, 
which the resolution called fer, was notin 
possession of the secretary of war, no more 
satisfactory response than the one which had 
been received could be now rendered, 

Mr. Hawley had read an explanatory letter 
on the subject from the chief of ordnance, 
and the matter was then passed over without 
further notice. 

Mr. Call offered resolutions, which were laid 
over to enable him to speak upon them here- 
after, directing the secretary of state to Insti- 
tute negotiations for a reciprocity tealy 
With the states of Central and Suuth America, 
also declaring that the good faith of the 
United States requires the execution of the 
obligations imposed by the treaty with Spain 
in 1819, for the concession of Florida, by the 
payment, with interest, of claims tor losses 
and damuges adjudizated by a United States 
tribunal. 

Mr. Hoar reported from the committee on 
claims an original bill (asa substitute for the 
one referred to the committee), to provide tor 
the repayment to the state of Georgia $22,507, 
money advanced by said state for the deiense 
of her frontiers against the Indians. 

The senate at 1:30 resumed the considera- 
tion of the resolution declaring that the pen- 
sion arrears law ougit not to be repealed, and 
Mr. Blairin its favor made an argument to 
illustrate the correctness of the principle 
upon Which the arrears are based. 

Mr. Vest submitted and had read a state- 
ment by Commissioner Dudley giving as 4 
total cost of the law $301,964,473, and pro- 
ceeded to make an eloquent speech in advo- 
cacy of the bill and the principle underlying 
our pension laws.

THE FEARFUL CASUALTY INA VIR- 
i GINIA COAL MINE, 


The Origin and Damage by the Cr alfield Disaster— 
The Killed and the Destitute—The Hardy Ex- 
plorers—A True Woman’s Love—A Field 
for Charity—Horrible Details. 


CoALFieLp, Va., February 8.—The terrible 
disaster which occurred Friday at the Grove 


half from this village, has cast a gloom over 
whole country. Despite the rapidly 
snow and the chilling February 
winds, gangs of miners worked ail that night 
making preparations to descend the shaft 
and recover the dead 
bodies of the thirty-two men entombed in the 
pit. The mining village of Midlothian was

filled with lamentations during the long and 
tedious hoursof the night. Women whose 
husbands had left their sides but a few hours 
before in robust health, with prospects of 
long and useful lives, walked about the dark 
streets of the village wailing and crying for 
those they would never again see alive. The 
sobs of scores of children of the doomed mi- 
ners pierced the air throughout the long and 
weary hours of that miserable night. 
Daybreak found the ground covered with 
snow to the depth of half a foot or more, and 
still falling rapidly. These things did not 
prevent the country people, who had heard of 
the calamily, and who had friends in the 
shaft, from crowding to the scene. Long be- 
fore daybreak streams of coal-begrimed 
miners from the neighborhood, and women 
and children whose loved ones were in the pit 
plodded through the driving storm to the

Asit 
wus not known whether carbonic gas still re- 
mained in the shaft, the work ot descending 
Was accompanied with great personal risks. 
There were plenty of brave fellows ready to 
undertake the periloustask. A score of braw- 
ny young fellows quickly expressed their 
willingness to go down as soon as all things 
were in readiness forthem to doso. Inabout 
a quarter of an hour the men on the surtace 
felt the signal agreed upon, and the explorers 
were drawn up as carefully as they had been 
let down. As soon as they got to the mouth 
of the shaft the anxious watchers saw at a 
glance that there wus some enccuwraging hews. 
Dozens of men stepped up to the bucket to 
the exploring party to the ground. 
Superintendent Dodd reported that they had 
descended one hundred feet down the shaft: 
tuat they had seen no evidence of the exist- 
ence of carbonic sas, and that the brattice. 
Which gives air to the miners at the bottom of 
the pit when at work, was inuch more damaged 
than they had at first anticipated. More 
than forty feet were torn away, or covered 
in with debris from the explosion. The 
fact that Superintendent Dodd had 
discovered no gas in his descent 
greatly encouraged the crowd. The possibil- 
ity that there w:.a still some firein the fire-box 
ot the engine at the bottom of the pit caused 
vreat anxiety. Itwas feared that the 
Which might still remain in the mine might 
communicate with and cause another 
explosion atany moment. Someof the ex- 
perienced miners present express the opinion 
that there is no danger of this now. All con- 
cede that all of the imprisoned men were 
killed in less than two hours after the terrible 
explosion. Superintendent Dodd and mining 
men of acknowledged sxill with whom he 
had been in conference all day have deter- 
mined to make another attempt to reach the 
locality of the men. This will occupy con- 
siderable time, as there is stfll a great deal of 
debris in the way. 

These nines have witnessed many scenes of 
horrorand death. About 1840, when ventila- 
tion was less understood than at present, an 
explosion took place in a neighboring mine, 
of the most fearful character. h 
men in the mine only two, who happened to 
be in some crevices nearthe mouth of the 
shatt, escaped with life.

both his legs and arms. He is now living. 
lt is beiieved from the number of bodies 
found grouped together in higher parts of the 
mine that many survived the explosion and 
were destroyed by inhaling the carbonie acid 
gas Which succeeded. This death is said to 
be very pleasant. Fairy visions float around 
the sufferer, and he drops into the sleep of 
eternity like one passing into delightful 
dreams, 

Shortly after the war a fire broke out in one 
of these pits, which lasted for months, des- 
troying a great deal of property and cutting 
off a large number of miners, | 

In 1576 another explosion occurred in one 
of the groups of mines to which the Grove be- 
longs, killing nine men.

man. His remains were discovered about 200 
feet from the base of the shaft. A critical 
examination by medical experts and old 
miners proved to the satisfaction of all that 
the death of Ross was produced by carboni- 
gas or after-damp. The body was bruised but 
not by the explosion, it is believed, but by 
something striking him, probably, after death. 
The condition of Ross’s body, bearing as it 
does unmistakable signs of damp—a_ gase- 
ous poison—seems to confirm the theory 
that most, if not all, of the men who lost 
their lives were killed from the same 
cause. The heroic courage displayed by Con- 
rad and his comrades in descending to the 
bottom of the shaft is the subjectot the high- 
est commendations at the mines. They were 
the first to go to the bottom. There were 
others who stood ready to make the perilous 
trip when it seemed mecessary. All bave 
nobly done theirduty. Beardless lads searce- 
ly out of their teens have volunteered time 
and again to go down when desired. It is 
not thought prudent, however, for anybody 
to make the explorations except those of long 
experience. 

Late Saturday afternoon five men went 
down and repaired the brattice to restore 
ventilation to the mine. As soon as that was 
done the men entered the mouth of the mine 
and found near it the body of a colored mi- 
ner. ‘The air, however, was too foul to allow 
exploration of the mine to any depth. At 
half-past two Sunday afternoon another ef- 
fort was made, and the body of another man 
was found. Operations were then suspended 
until Monday. There is not the least possi- 
bility that any of the thirty-three men can be 
alive. William H. Marshall, the ‘‘bottom 
boss,’ was the son of an old English miner, 
brought out by the English company opera- 
ting the mines fifty years ago. He was aged 
forty-tiye and had a wife and four children. 
James EK. Hall, the deputy bottom boss, was 
a native of Chesterfield county and was about 
forty years of age. The two Jewetts were 
young men and sons of English miners, Jo- 
seph Cournow was of Welsh extraction. His 
father was killed in an explosion in the same 
shaft in 1876. John Morris, aged twenty, was 
the son of a blind Englishman, who lost his 
eyes in the pit. 

The Grove shaft of the Midlothian mine is 
situated about 13 miles from Richmond, on 
the Richmond and Danville railroad, havinga 
track one mile in length running from the 
railroad tothe mine. The shaft where the 
disaster occurred is 600 feet perpendicular 
depth; from that point there is a stone tun. 
nel GUO feet more to the coal vein. From this 
point an incline is driven south 54 degrees 
west, dipping at un average angle of 17 de 
grees, for 2,000 feet, which makes a total 
depth of 1,400 feet. There are six levels work- 
ing, the first commencing at1,250 feet from 
the top of the incline.

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NEW ORLEANS, February 8.—The trains 
with people to witness the fight between Ryan 
and Sullivan, arrived at Mississippi City about 
11 o'clock yesterday. The crowd consisted of 
sporting men from all sections of the country, 
and many prominent citizens. A large num- 
ber of newspaper correspondents, represent- 
ing prominent papers of the north and west 
were also in attendance. 

Sullivan arrived on the ground at 10:30, and 
took a room at a hotel opposite Ryan, within 
180 feet of the ring, which was pitched in 
front of the Barnes hotel, in a grove of wild 
oaks. Sullivan cast the cap into the ring at 
11:45 by the judges’ time. There was great 
enthusiasm. One hundred to eighty was ac- 
cepted on Sullivan. Sullivan was seconded 
by Billy Madden, Joe Goss and Arthur Cham- 
bers. Ryan entered the ring at 11:57 amid 
enthusiastic cheers, accompanied by Tom 
Kelly and Johnny Roche. Ryan won the 
choice of corners, and took the southwest 
corner. Sullivan had the sun in his face 
The men were then ready to commence busi- 
ness, but there was a difficulty about the re- 
feree. Both parties agreed on James D. 
Houston, of New Orleans, who refused to 
act. Cash Bush also refused. 

The dispute over the referee was finally 
settled by choosing Alex Brewster, of New 
Orleans, and Jack Hardy, of Vicksburg, 
jointly. 

Atexactly two minutes of twelve o'clock 
the men toed the scratch and shook hands. 

The first round—Both men sparred contin- 
uously for the opening. Ryan led with his 
right and fell short catching in return a hot 
one froin Sullivan's left on the fall. The ex- 
change became short and quick. Sallivan 
finally knocked him down with a severe right 
hander, on the cheek. Time thirty seconds, 

Second round—Sullivan at once rushed to 
his man and let go his left, a lick caught Ryan 
on the jaw. Ryan closed with him and they 
wrestled for a fall, which Ryan won, falling 
heavily on his opponent. ‘Lime, twenty-five 
seconds. 

Third round—The men came together with 
a rush and Sullivan, after making three 
passes, knocked Ryan down with a terrible 
right-hander on the cheek. Time, four sec- 
onds, 

Fourth round—The men sparred for per- 
haps a second or two. Both feinted and then 
Sullivan went for Ryan's: face, putting in 
stinging blows square on his nob before they 
closed. Sluzging then commenced and con- 
tinued until Ryan was forced on the ropes, 
when he went to grass, Time of round, 
twenty seconds. 

Fifth round—Tlis was a repetition of the 
above round. both men closing and putting in 
their best licks, the attack of both being con- 
fined to the face. Ryan succeeded in bringing 
Sullivan to his knees at the ciose of this 
round. 

ixth ronnd—Sullivan came up smiling bat 
it was evident Kyan was not only suffering 
but was somewhat afraid of his antagonist. 
Sullivan lost no time but went in to win. 
Ryan, however, closed and downed him. 

‘Seventh round—This round was ashort one. 
The wen closed, and slugging contined fora 
few seconds, when Ryan went to grass a wreck. 
Sullivan came to his corner smiling. Ryan, 
however, had grit enough to come up for 
another round. 

Eighth Round—The men, on the call of 
“time,’’ came up promptly. Ryan was de- 
cidediy weak, but made a gallant struggle. 
Sullivan fought him all over the ring and into 
the umpire’s corner, and over the ropes, Get- 
ting olf the ropes, Kyan rallied, but went 
down onaknee and hand. A foul was looked 
for, but though Sullivan had his hand raised to 
strike be restrained himscl! as Ryan rose. Both 
men were returning to their corners when the 
seconds of each cried, *‘Go for him,” and the 
men responding. again came together. They 
closed and clenched, and after a short struggle 
both men went down. 

Ninth and last round—Ryan came up grog- 
gy, and Sullivan forced him into a corner, 
dealing one heavy blow, but Ryan recovered 
and drove Sullivan out, and just beyond the 
middie of the ring. Sullivan gotina right- 
hander underthe leftear and Ryan went 
down senseless. When time was calied, Ry- 
an did not respond, and the fight was declar- 
ed in favor of Sullivan amid great cheering. 

After the fight, Rvan was visited in his 
quarters by a well-known physician with the 
intention of giving him medical assistance. if 
any was needed. His pulse was normal and 
his chief injuries consisted of a welt on the 
left side of the neck, where,.he had been 
struck a terrible blow in the second round, 
gashed lips anda cut overthe eye, together 
with considerable contusions about the body. 
After an examination, the doctor stated that 
tvan was suffering from hernia, and must 
have been in great pain during the fight. He 
advised him to formke the prize ring. Ryan 
stated he intended giving up pugilism, as he 
did not think he was suited by nature for 
that kind of business. He said that he .con- 
sidered Sullivan a born prize fighter, and 
u very formidable opponent in the ring. In 
regard to his defeat, Ryan spoke very 
calmly, admitting he had been fairly whippeds 
butat the same time stating he had Seen 
sick during the night and was partially dis 
abled early in the action by the faliing of his 
truss. He said he suffered great pain and 
felt in no condition to fight, and but for the 
fact that people would have considered him a 
coward, he would not have appeared in the 
ring under the circumstances... Johnny 

toche, Ryan’s trainer, and W. E. Harding, 
representative of his backer, said they consid- 
ered the fight a fair one and had no com- 
plaints to make. Fox, Ryan’s backer, lost 
33,500. Between one and two hundred thous 
and dollars, it is supposed, changed hands. 
The result was in accordance with the expee- 
tation of many keen observers of the two 
men. They relied upon Sullivan’s won- 
derful hitting powers and remarkable skill as 
a two-handed fighter to win him the battle. 
From the start he acted on the offensive, at- 
tacking his opponent with violence amount- 


| ing to alinost ferocity, breaking down Ryan's 


guards with his terrific blows, and following 
up the attack by clinching and wrestling. 
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But little science was displayed, the rounds 
being short and sanguinary, ending ina fall 
or knock down. ihis plan of attack, it is 
conceded, could not have been carried out 
for any great length of time, bat Sallivans 
friends relied for success upon quick work.

BLACKMAIL AND ITS OPPORTUNITY. 


There is no crime more indecent and none 
more dangerous than blackmail. It puts the 
characier of any gentleman however honora- 
ble, or of any woman however pure, into 

jeopardy and notoriety, at the suggestion of 
any scoundrel or courtezan. Those 
Who ply this infamous practice 
are shrewd enough to select, or base enough 
toinvent charyes of such cruel and indecent 
character that virtuous men or women shrink 
even from the notoriety involyed in a plain 
denial. Having trumped upsuch a story and 
fastened it upon a victim, the blackmailer 
then demands blood-money. Resistance to 
this demand is followed by a threat 
of publication, and under this threat hun- 
dreds yield to an oppression that is as merci- 
less as it is debasing, where one is brave 
enough to defend it. 
It is safe tosay that the newspaper is the 
instrument with which blackmailing oftenest 
works its end. An appeal to the court 
is dangerous to the blackmailer, 
the eye of justice is searching, the 
verdict rendered is exact and final, and the 
penalty for false prosecution is heavy. The 
_ blackmailers, therefore, avoid the courts. 
- ¥Jtisthe newspaper with its loose metheds, 
its tremendous power, the vague and uncer- 
- tain verdict that follows its state- 
~ ment, and the terrible notoriety involved, 


 *with which blackmailing frightens its victims 


‘into its demand, or badgers them to surrender 
where resistance has been made. 

We distinctly, and in terms disavow the re- 
ie flection that journalism lends itself wantonly 
or knowingly to this base use. On the con- 
trary, we repel any such insinuation. 
’ Newspapers are often imposed upon 
suffering and injustice— 
the love of Sensation. or the eagerness for 


news frequently inolines them to accept as 


true what investigation would prove to be 
false—and many articles are printed by a sub- 
erdinate that editorial supervision would 
ave ruled out. Thus it happens that, inno- 
rer tly and ignorantly, jouraalism often sub- 
serves the cause of the blackmailer. 
We have in mind a case of where a

put upon an honorable gentleman 
by a creature who had _ openly 


and repeatedly attempted blackmail. A re- 
spectable journal at long distance from the 
city in which the slander was located, accept- 
ing the story as true, printed it. A number 
of journals equally respectable copy what has 
been printed, and thus give t . general circula- 
tion a baseless and cruel outrage—so inde- 
cent that its victim has to*endure in silence 
What. he cannot discuss. Now it frequently 
happens that journals acting inadvertently 
and innocently do worthy gentlemen a most 
grevious injury,abet adesign of most infamous 
character, and demonstrated that even. in 
honorable hands backed: by the best inten- 
tion, a newspaper ‘may do an irreparable 
wrong. The respect and sympathy that all 
men must feel for a man who is brave enough 
to defy a blackmailer even to the last ditch, 
is poor compensation for the notoriety achiev- 
ed through journals that unwittingly held 
up the hands of his assailant.

It is understood that they bought it at 
much less than these figures, for Gash. The Gordons 
and Governor Colquitt still hold their | stock 
in the Belmont coal mine. It is said 
that General Gordon could sell his securities 
in the Richmond and Danville extension company 
at present figures considerably over a quarter of a 
million dollars cash profit—but of course be will 
not sell. Heand his friends are interested in an- 
other railroad projected from some point in Illinois 
to Mobile, Ala. They are investing heavily in 
practical southern enterprises Besides those noted 
Govemor Colquitt and other centlemen have or- 
ganized a company for the manufacture of fertil- 
izers. It will probably have headquarters at Nash- 
ville, Tenn. 

We are sure all Georgians will be eratified to 
know that these gentlemen have already realized 
in actual profits enough to relieve them of every 
embarrassment and make them more than inde- 
pendent forthe rest of their lives—and still have 
large and appreciatiug interests yet untouched.

Corn-Crib Pollties 
Charleston 
The prospect is that large « rops of small grain 
will be made in Sonth Carolina this year, and in 
this way the farmers hope to tide over the losses of 
last season. Probably two-thirds of the corn gen- 
erally used in the state is imported, and the searci- 
ty of money forces the farmers to provide a sub 
stitute. Itix*usceptible of proof on paper that it 
pays tne eplanter best Lo devote himeseceli 
to the cultivation of cotton. Corn ean be made in 
the western Statesin abundance at small cost. and 
the south has the advantage in cotton growing that 
the west has in cereals, so arithmetical planters can 
demonstrate, no doubt, that it is cheaper to buy 
corn than to grow it. But theory and fact do not 
agree in this respect. In the old times the planters 
who were most uniformly successful kept their 
corn-cribs full, and the experience of the 
cotton factors, since the war, is that those 
planters. who make sure of their bread 
aud meat, whatever becomes of the cotton, are sure 
in the long run to be better off than the planters 
who stake everything on a single crop of uncertain 
value and always fluctuatiug in price. They who 
have the means to pay as they go can afford to take 
some risk, but those who depend on advances are 
ina bad way when the cotton crop fails or the 
price of cotton goes down, and every bushel of corn 
that is needed must be bought with borrowed 
money.

HaMLEY—Bootn.—The play of Hamlet is, and 
ever has been, the puzzle of critics and intelligent 
readers of Shakspeare. Very many contend that 
Hamlet assumed insanity until up to a certain 
period, when it drifted into maduess. It would 
seem more reasonable after reading his role, with 
its soliloquies and the off-hand speeches with his 
friends, to be delighted with the remarkable lines 
of intellectual delicacy, and see that such an idea 
as insanity is inconsistent. Lines so fine, so touch- 
ing and thrilling would rather indicate the ulter- 
ances of the ever active conscience of a finely 
strung man. Isit not rather the going out of the 
cry of Hamlet's soul longing to be free of the bur- 
den of crime imposed upon it by his father’s 
ghost’ Hamlet is oubtiess the most 
uiftienlt of all Shakspeare’s characters to per- 
souate on the stage.

Thanks to— 
or as its enemies will have it in spite of—the 
establishment of the republic the prosperity 
of France had, for vears past,’been steadily 
increasing. The industry of the people, the 
fertility of ‘he soil and, perhaps, not a little 
embarrassments of its neighbors, had no 
doubt immensely contributed to this result. 
The national credit, fora moment menaced, 
was firmer than ever it had been. The 
nue had swollen ing proportions. 
were at a high premium—perhaps 
higher indeed than they should bave beer 
France was wealthy and at peace. From this 
very excess of good fortune may be said 
to have sprung the trouble of the last 
few  dars. Money being cheap and 
plentiful people began to speculate. At first 
they were sensibly cautious. They gave the 
preicrence tu safe securities, leaving shaky 
investments to themselves. But the profits 
to be made on good securities are, reiatively 
speaking, smali, and, when people are rich 
and prosperous they, unhappily, sigh to be 
very ren. <A passion for risky speculation 
grew gradually out of the first movement of 
eareful enterprise and, spreading from the 
large capitalists to the small, laid bold about 
three years since of all classes of French so- 
ciety. 

This regretable state of things was to some 
extent indirectly fostered by the governments 
which since the last exhibition year so quickly 
succeeded each other. [tis a fact undeniable, 
though unfortunate, that the great bankers of 

aris are conservatives, and in France, by 
“conservatives is meant not persons desirous 
of preserving existing institutions, but ant- 
republicans, the very opposite. The ministers 
who had tollowed Thiers had not managed to 
win their confidence,and to ~ssure themselves 
of at least their benevolent neutrality more 
than one republican cabinet—not including 
that of M. Gambetta—had, perhaps, too read- 
ily encouraged the issue of lottery loans.

Bontoux, of Vienna, ex-managerof the Lom- 
bard railway company. M. Bontoux, with 
whom I have not the honor of a_ personal 
acquaintance, has been described to me as a 
reckless speculator. His friends, on the other 
hand, paint him in the most glowing and fiat- 
tering colors. As the maneger of the Lom- 
pard enterprise lie had certainly not distin- 
guished himself, and, if the information ] 
have been given is reliable, Messrs. Roths- 
ehikd, under whom he directed it, have 
to thank him for heavy losses.

The speculators listened 
to the charmers and carriedover from settling 
day to settling day. Todo this they had, of 
course, to pay, and toward the end they had 
to pay ruinousiy. This led to the creation of 
numbers of Caisses de Reports, most of them 
of dubious solidity, which, making capital 
out ofthe public manta, for a season did a 
large business, 

Tue success of M. Bontoux's ventures 
roused the envy of a host of minor specula- 
tors. Mushroom banks and companies of all 
sorts sprang up in every direction. All had 
Imposing titles, all had magnificent offices 
and all professed to have sutticient capital. 
The public did not discriminate between seri- 
ous and bubble companies and bought as 
recklessly as ever, Steady going investors in 
rentes took to dabbling in Rio Tintos and Al}- 
pines. ‘Phe frenzy spread trom the bourse to 
the clubs and drawing rooms and it became a 
common thing to see women as well as men 
among the wildest speculators, 

The rage for speculation broke out a little 
Vhile ago in Lyons witha fiereeness exceed- 
ing even that in Paris.
